}not presuming to even vaguely -predict what 


may be the ultimate outcome of the present 
state of ‘‘war’’ between our best customer 
and ourselves, it is safe to offer one advice. 
Avoid panic. Things may be “worse; they 
may be very much better, but in. either event 
a little patience will not harm anybody. At 
the moment no good purpose could be served 
by a wholesale “‘ clearance sale” of pou'try 
stocks and equipment, even if it were possible 
to obtain’ reasonable value for them. The 
person who continues as if nothing had 
happened and tries to meet the situation in a 
practical way, will be the best off in the end. 
The first and most vital need of the poultry- 
keeper, not only in this. crisis, but always, is 
to economise in every possible way, so that 
expenses may be cut down to the minimum. 
In an English poultry journa] of good repute, 
it was stated the other ‘dig that by thoroughly 
overhauling the management of a poultry os 
the results in one case meant a saying of 
a week. No doubt there are many of us whe 
could profit by the example, and it would be 
well for everybody to see how best the whole 
of the organisation, labour and feeding of the 
poultry might be overhauled. The cutting of 
expenses as low as possible, consistent with 
maintaining flocks in proper condition, should 
enable us to carry on safely until such time as 
trade is righted To. obtain the fullest 
economy, several important points have to be 
considered, and first of these is 


Housing. 


Houses should be regarded in the light of 
capital outlay, which must return the highest 
possible dividend on the investment. There- 
fore, they must be used to the fullest capa- 
city. gee house should te kept fully 
ior a wing 3 square feet of floor space 

Halter -empty or idle houses repre- 
tee a loss of income, and should only be 
tolerated pending the execution of some 
change of plans which will quickly fill them 
again. Another things is that they should be 
kept in good condition. At a time of depres- 
sion there is too great a tendency to let every- 
thing go to rack and ruin, when a pot of paint 
or a few hours’ work may preserve woodwork 
and valuable equipment in a perfect state. 

It is false economy to neglect repairs, as 
this neglect will eventually become a very 
costly affair. Nobody feels the expense of 
th> annual renbealana. consisting of treating 
with preservative, tarring and proofing of 
roofs or any other little attentions that pro- 
long the lives of houses. But all would fee! 
the expense of having to erect new houses as 
a result. of allowing old ones to fall into de- 
cay.  (Well-built. houses of the fixed type will 
last a life-time if they are carefully treated 
every year, and, incidentally, this is the ideal 
time for tarring and painting them, so that 
they will be in readiness for the start of the 
winter ‘laying season.

Whether she has sunk or 
floated away, nobody knows; but unless 
Sarah Ann comes back as surprisingly as 
she disappeared the astronomers cannot 
enjoy the advantages that she would have 
offered them. The United States Navy 
has not given up hope yet. It is still 
looking for Sarah Ann, on the chance that 
she merely may have slipped her moor- 
ings and gone for a short holiday.

Whether the Communist philosophy is a good 
or a bad one, it certainly is thorough-goinz¢, 
so much so that it has commandeered the 
theatre for its own use. Modern 
plays are not allowed to be the expression 
of individual ideas; they must confine them- 
selves to glorifying some aspect of the Soviet 
system; in other words, they have become 
almost entirely propagandist. 

As an illustration of this outlook. the 
autumn programme of the Moscow theatres is 
rather interesting. This year, being the 
fifteenth anniversary of the revolation, it is 
stated that all the large theatres are making 
special efforts in celebration of it, and that 
the majority of their dramas vill deal with 
aspects of the Five Year Plan. The Second 
Art Theatre, for example, will present 
“The Sky and the Earth.” a play 
which deals with the efforts of the workers 
to master higher education. Another play 
depicts foreign workers and = specialists 
“being transformed in psychology by the 
Socialist atmosphere, ” another takes its theme 
from organised sport, and another shows the 
struggle between the capitalist and Socialist 
systems.

The Russian feels that a play 
ought to convey some useful (1.e., Communis- 
tic) lesson, and that if it does not it must 
be made to do so.

WELL-KNOWN British statesman is 

credited with the remark that in the 
eyes of the English people nothing ever 
happens east of the Khine. The» in- 
habitants of these islands certainly have 
very litile knowledge of the greater 
Europe that lies beyond; and, when I 
announced to a friend recently that I was 
leaving for Czecho-Slovakia, he suggested | 
sympathetically that I might have chosen | 
a more cheerful place for a holiday than 
the Balkans. He seemed to be of the 
opinion that the people of Czecho-Slovakia 
lived in trees! Yet this awkwardly-named 
country is one of the most highly civilised 
portions of the globe, with a rich and 
ancient culture that has been preserved 
through centuries of foreign oppression 
and a standard of life which many other 
nations in Europe might envy. 

In case that any of my readers might 
share the ignorance of my friend, it nay 
be as well to explain that the Republic of 
Czecho-Slovakia consists of Bohemia. 
Moravia-Silesia, Slovakia and Ruthenia, 
with a population of over thirteen 
millions. The old Kingdom of Bohemia 
had been under Austrian rule since the 
Battle of the White Mountain in 1621, 
and Slovakia had been under the Magyars 
for almost a thousand years. The story of 
how these sturdy people achieved inde-

THE SOKOL CONGRESS.

It was founded seventy years ago 
by Miroslav Tyrsh as a movement’ to de- 
velop the physical, mental and moral 
attributes of Czech youth, and has grown, 
until to-day it has 364,000 adult memhers 
and 225,000 juveniles. The history of the 
Sokol organisation is linked closely with 
that of the Czecho-Sloyaks’ struggle for

NATION BUILDING.

To see those girls deploying was a reve- 
lation, They arrived thirty-two abreast, 
split up first into sixteens, then into 
eights, fours and twos, finally to cover 


the whole stadium--which is just about 
eight times the size of the Ean 
Road Football Ground—like pawns on a 
gigantic chessboard 


THE DREAM OF TYRSH. 


When the gymnastic exercises were 
finished, the Sokols staged the most beau- 
tiful. pageant that 1 ever have seen, or 
hope to see again. It was entitled, ‘‘ The 
Dream: of Tyrsh,’’ the founder of the 
Sokols—the word, by the way, means 
“Hawks '—and was produced in the 
most exquisite taste and with an artistic 
perfection that I hardly thought possible 
in connection with such an undertaking. 


The idea was that Tyrsh dreamed of the | 
old. Olympic Games, and of their applica- | 
tion to the youth of his own people. The | 
Games were re-enacted with wonderful | 
fidelity to detail. There even was a most | 
thrilling chariot race, in which six | 
chariots, with, four horses apiece, took | 
part. The colours of the costumes were | 
blended with consummate skill, and the 
effect uf the whole pageant was brilliant. 
From. ancient Greece we were traiis- 
ported, as if by. magic, fo the 
days of Tyrsh, and saw his efforts to 
transmit the ideals of the Olympiad to his 
own country, te be crowned finally by the 
astonishing success of the Sokol move- 
ment. : 

Pageants of this kind easily can be 
made ridiculous—one has memories of 
such fiascoes in these islands—but the 
Dream of Tyrsh, as enacted by the Sokols, 
was a supreme triumph of popular art. 
The photograplt which accompanies this 
article shows one of the tableaux vivants. 
representing. a fresco at the base of a 
Greek altar, but it gives a very imperfect 
idea of the loveliness of ‘the picture. 

The most striking feature of the whole 
performance, from the foreign observer's 
point of view, was the ‘remarkable 
restraint oí the acting. All the partici- 
pants—there were several thousands of 
them—were ordinary Sokols, many of 
them simple country lads and girls, but 
they performed like finished artists, and, 
although their enthusiasm was manifest, 
the work of the producer was so thorough 
that there was no suggestion of over- 
acting, and the vast crowd of more than 
180,000 spectators was gripped by the per- 
formance from start to finish. 


THE NATION'S SOUL, 


The Sokol movement represents the soul 
of the Czecho-Slovak nation, and during 
those eventful days of the Slet in Prague 
the most unimaginative onlooker must 
have been impressed by what he saw. The 
nation that produced the Sokols has a 
good. reason to take pride in itself. No 
other people in the world has achieved a 
comparable expression of national ideals. 
The most impressive characteristics of the 
Sokol movement to me were its wonderful 
sénse Of discipline, its utter selflessness, 
and the deep.sense of the artistic that 
seems to inform all its activities. 

The Sokols have been accused of 
Chauvinist. tendencies,. and I took par- 
ticular care to investigate that aspect of 
their movement. -Undoubtedly they have 
a strong feeling of nationality, or rather 
of race ; for the movement embraces Slavs 
of a dozen different nationalities. But, 
although during Sokol week some little 
ebullitions of Chauvinism might have 
been excused, was unable to discover 
anything of the kind. 

Everything in Prague had a national 
flavour. The visitor had an unique oppor- 
tunity to study the native genius of the 
Czecho-Slovak. people; but wherever I 
went I found a spirit which, although in- 
tensely individualistic and race-conscious, 
seemed, at any rate to me, to be free from 
all trace of national arrogance or intoler- 
ance. Indeed, that was‘my strongest im- 
pression of the Czechs. They have a 
country of which any people would be 

roud; their achievements during the 
ourteen years of their national independ- 
ence have been most remarkable. Yet 
from President M himself down to 
ree Mss, en i shop assistant or caite 
wai found a pleasing absence of’ any 
kind of aggressive nationalism, —

BALDONNEL AERODROME, 
Wednesday Night. 
NTIL the great flight starts I shall 
live here, and.then fly in escort with 
The Heart’s Content to Portmarnock 
Strand to bid the pilot ‘‘God-speed’’ on 
his journey to the American Continent. 

Throughout the day many people have 
tried to enter the aeredrome to see the 
light aeroplane in which Mr. J. A. 
Mollison is to make his attempt to fly to 
New York and back, but they have been 
resolutely. refused admission by the mili- 
tary guard at the gate. Those of us who 
have been privileged to remain in the 
camp have been watching the weather ; 
hut, although the heavy banks of cloud 
have lifted, other reports are bad, so the 
take-off will be delayed at least another 
dav, probably longer. 

Telegrams bidding him good luck and 
safe return have. poured in for Mr. 
Mollison all day. As we awaited his 
coming to discuss final details with his 
engineers, we talked of other Atlantic 
flights, since the first crossing, thirteen 
years ago, of the 2,000 miles of ocean 
hetween Newfoundland and Ireland, by 
the late Sir John Aleock and Sir A. 
Whitten Brown. 

One of the English pilots who has come 
to Dublin to see Mr. Mollison off ex- 
pressed surprise that the Irish people had 
not commemorated the landing of these 
two pioneers at Clifden, Galway, with | 
some memorial. 

““Surely,” he urged, “they blazed a 
trail that put Ireland on the map as 4 
possible base for the trans-Atlantic services 
of the future, and are worthy of some 
recognition.”’ 

The morning Mr. Mollison spent at his 
hotel checking charts of the course pre- 
pared by Captain J. P. Saul, and cutting 
them to the most convenient size for 
handling in the cabin of his aeroplane, 
as well as receiving a number of callers. 
In the afternoon he visited the aerodrome, 
where, after a short conference with his 
mechanics, Messrs. L. J. Stanton and kh. 
Wricht, he was presented with a pair of 
‘lucky shoes '' by some friends, to whom 


his flight. 

I noticed thut he was wearing a tie in 
corporating the colours of the Irish Aero 
Club, and this brought back to my mind 
the. two previous successful Atlantic flights 
from Ireland—that of the Bremen in 1928 
and of the Southern Cross in 1930. In 
both cases the members of the crew wo 
Irish Aero Club ties “for luck.” | 

A discussion as to the sibility of 
finding a suitable field or h on the 
West coast, in order to shorten the flight 
to Newfoundland by at least 150 miles, 
took place during the afternoon, and a 
plain at Aylback, near Clifden, County 
Galway, was suggested. Mr. Mollison was 
particularly interested in the idea, and 
said that he would consider flying over to 
inspect the site to-morrow. only 
difficulty likely to arise, however, is that 

prevailing winds may be blowing 
across the slight ouandulations of the 
ground. and this would make the field im- 
possible as a runway for the heavily- 
laden aircraft. 


PRESENT OUTLOOK BAD. 

“ H is quite definite that 1 shall not 
take off in the morning,” Mr; Mollison 
told me; ‘‘ weather conditions are bad 
over the Atlantic. A head wind of 15 to 
20 miles an hour is blowing, and there is 
a great deal of low cloud over the middle 
of the ocean.”’ 

British Air Ministry reports on weather 
conditions are received each day by. the 
Free State Army Air , and these are

Reports may be received early one morn- 
ne and the ay Cu Seat ty Pl 
made immediately. It is unlikely’ that 
Mr. Mollison will remain in Dublin many 
hours after the recéipt of favourable 
weather charts, as conditions over 
Atlantic are subject to rapid change.

The Dublin Board of Assistance vesterdar 
discussed the distribution of free milk in the 
city, an heard the views of a deputation 
which urged better handling of supplies and 
the prevention of unfair competition in the 
milk trade. The deputation, which said that 
I, represented the Dublin Wholesale and 
Retail Milk Vendors’ Association, waited on 
the board in connection with the expenditure 
nf Dublin’s share of the proposed grant from 
the Government of £100,000 for milk for the 
poor. It asked that the board should issue 
tickets in respect of free milk supplies, and 
that these tickets should be presented at re- 
gistered dairies only. 

The Chairman (Mr. P. Mulvey) pointed 
out that. so far. no arrangements for distri- 
bution of milk had been made by the board. 

The board also had before it a letter from 
the Department of Local Government, stating 
that the Ministry was of opinion that an 
extraordinary audit of the hoard’s books was 
necessary, and should be held. The matter 
would be further dealt with on receipt of 
the. auditor’s report. 

The number of cases relieved for the week 
ending Saturday last was 7,754 (expenditure 
£4.161 5s. 6d.), an iacrease of 5Y cases. and 
£38 Qs. expenditure uver the previous week 
These figures, compared with the correspond 
ing week last year, shuwed increases of 869 
cases and £531 lbs. 6d. expenditure. 


POOR .AND THEIR PETS. 


FREE TREATMENT FOR 
ANIMALS. 


Self-styled “ specialists’’ in the treatment 
cf animals were severely criticised by Licut. 
Colonel P. J. Simpson in his presidential 
address at the annual Congress of the 
National Veterinary Medical Association of 
Great Britain and Ireland at Folkestone 
yesterday. 

The. Organising Committee had during the 
past year formulated a scheme of free treat 
ment for sick animals of the poor, which was 
now being carried out by members of t! 
Loyal College of Veterinary Surgeons, in con- 
junction with the R.S.P.C.A. Veterinary 
surgeons had always been willing to treat free 
the animals of those unable to pay a fee, but, 
owing to by-laws governing the members of 
the JCOV .8., they. were prevented from 
advertising the fact. 

““Hh was found necessary, therefore,” 
Colonel Simpson, “ to combine with a society 
whieh’ was able to make the public aware 
that such professional treatment was avi! 
able for the sick animals of poor people, who 
had ‘hitherto only too often been Seeudied 
imt® innocently subjecting their pets to the 
tortures inflicted by the crass ignorance of 
persons holding themselves out as ‘specialists’ 
and as‘ qualified to treat animals,’ and who 
were runmng establishments under a variety 
of high-sounding and misleading names, such 
as ‘animal dispensary,’ ‘animal sanatorium,’ 
or “anima) hospital.’ 

- Unfortunately, it was not only the un 
educated who were deceived as to the true 
status of the white-gowned individuals, 
backed by imposing rows of gleaming bottles, 
who ‘treated’ animals on these premises.’ 

As a result of the scheme, it is hoped that 
the “dog in the street” will be given the 
same facilities for scientific and _ rationa! 
treatment as those enjoyed by the canine 
aristocracy.

THE WAY TO PEACE, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Srm,—Ail true lovers of Ireland must be 
distressed and anxious at the present time 

An economic war is developing between the 
Trish. Free State, on the one hand, and Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland on the othe: 
This conflict will invoive great economic loss 
to the countries concerned ; but the mora! 
loss entailed thereby is a far more serious 
matter. War, whether it be fought with 
economic or other weapons, ‘nevitably 
impairs a nation’s moral standards. This 
war will be no exception. 

Sarely, then, it is incumbent cn all men 
of good-will to pray and work for the 
ep Fo of peace.

-tion. 

The chief actor in the Seville affair was 
General Sanjurjo, who for a long time 
was commander-in-chief. of the Civil 
Guard, and is looked upon as one of 
Spain’s “strong men,” What has 
happened to this redoubtable warrior is 
not clear, but, if he has been arrested, 
he is likely to suffer severe penalties; for 
the Republicans, gravely alarmed, have 
been demanding the uttermost sentence of 
the law against the leaders of the 
rebellion. Indeed, the savage rectitude 
of the loyalists in the big cities, perhaps, 
may be accepted as an indication that the 
Government staved off eclipse by a smaller 
margin than the messages hitherto have 
suggested. Fear is ever a breeder of 
relentlessness, The authorities claim that 
the details of the plot in Madrid were 
known in advance, but at this point the 
story develops variations.

VON HINDENBURG’S 
DECREES.

‘President von Hindenburg’s drastic 
decrees to put a stop to the Nazi plots 
were not unexpected, and their severity 
has not caused surprise. They disclose 
the “ iron hand,” and it may be assumed 
that they will be applied with vigour. 
Stern measures are necessary in Germany, 
where mere disturbances of the peace have 
been consolidated into a condition of 
things which has brought that unfortunate 
country to the verge of anarchy. Passions 
have been so thoroughly aroused and 
developed that they have found vent in 
murder, arson and sabotage—in fact, the 
pistol and the bomb have become common 
vehicles for the expression of opinion. The 
almost desperate state of affairs demanded 
severe remedies. Hence the drastic 
decrees extend the death penalty to all 
persons who, being associated with any 
conflict where human life is sacrificed, are 
discovered in the possession of arms. 


Parliament's Vacation. 


The. Labour Party is anxious that 
Parliament shall reassemble before the end 
of October. It wishes to discuss a large 
number of matters, chief among which are 
the Irish situation and the increasing un- 
employment. As matters stand, the 
Speaker can call the House together at any 
time at the request of the Government, 
and in due course Mr. Lansbury, the 
leader of the Opposition, is likely to invite 
Mr. Macdonald to approach the Speaker 
for that purpose. He will not lose time in 
addressing the Prime Minister, and the 
question whether his appeal is granted or 
not will be determined at the first Cabinet 
meeting which will be held after the return 
of the seven Cabinet Ministers now at 
Ottawa. If the Cabinet decides to cut the 
recess short, either in response to Mr. 
Lansbury’s request or for reasons of its 
own, the date for the meeting of the House 
probably will be Tuesday, October 11th— 
a fortnight earlier than the date assumed 
when members dispersed in the middle of 
July. It is not improbable that various 
circumstances will necessitate an earlier 
meeting than was arranged. Revenue 
returns are not wholly satisfactory; un- 
employment figures have increased con- 
siderably during the last few weeks, and, 
if the threat of a general strike in the 
cotton industry matures, those figures will 
be augmented greatly. All this means in- 
creased demands on the Exche quer, and, 
unless the financial situation improves, 
Mr. Chamberlain may find it necessary to 
introduce a supplementary Budget in the 
autumn. He indicated that possibility 
during the financial debates in the House. 
The position, however, may be balanced 
satisfactorily by further economy “‘drives.’’ 
As a start, demands have been made on the 
Air Ministry to cut its expenditure in 
various directions. Circumstances arising 
out of the Ottawa Conference, too, may 
necessitate the calling together of Parlia- 
ment. 


The Cotton Wages Dispute. 


Negotiations for a settlement of the 
cotton wages dispute have broken down. 
They came to an abrupt conclusion, since 
neither side would give way. The opera- 
tives are now considering their next move, 
and, if they decide on a general strike in 
the industry, some 200,000 workers will 
be involved. There are still some hopes 
that an eleventh hour agreement will be 
reached, but as matters stand there is 
faint hope of preventing the Burnley 
stoppage from extending to the whole in- 
dustry. The deadlock originated over the 
demands of the employers for larger wage 
reductions than the operatives were will- 
ing to accept, and further trouble has 
arisen over the reinstatement of workers 
who have been displaced owing to strikes 
at individual mills. 


Vegetables in Tins. 


Investigations carried out by the 
Empire Marketing Board with regard to 
the consumption of canned vegetables 
show that the principal varieties are baked 
beans, tomatoes and peas, which have 
varying degrees of popularity in different 
parts of the country. In London, Liver- 
pool and Newcastle baked beans have the 
largest sale, but in the Midlands tomatoes 
head the list. Tinned peas have the 
largest sale in London, the sale being 
nearly double that of tomatoes, while 
tinned asparagus also has its largest sale 
in the metropolis. Although baked beans 
have the greatest sale, the imports are 
less than those of tomatoes, as large 
quantities of beans are canned in this 
country. 


The League’s Expenses. 


I have been taken to task by the Lon- 
don headquarters of the League cf Nations 
with reference to a paragraph which ap- 
peared in this column yesterday. lt ap- 
pears that Germany is not actually de- 
faulting over her last quarter’s subscrip- 
tion of £25,000, but has placed that 
amount to a “ suspense account ' with one 
of the leading German banks. As regards 
China, whose arrears to the League are 
somewhere in the region of £600,000, that 
country has compounded to pay off her 
debt in the course of the next twenty 
years. She has paid £120,000, which re- 
presents portions of current subscriptions 
and repayment of debt, and in the !ast 
few days has paid £5,000 towards the ex- 
penses of the Manchurian Commission 
of Inquiry. 

Harvesting. 

Given a continuance of the fine weather 
harvesting ought to be in full progress 
within a fortnight. The recent heavy rain, 
and the hot sunshine which followed it, 
have been almost ideal, except that a 
certain amount of corn has been lodged. 
The dismal prospects of a few weeks ago. 
when, to all appearances, hundreds of 
acres of corn would be destroyed in all the 
principal corn-growing areas, have changed 
entirely. If the present weather holds, 
and there is no indication of its breaking 
crops of full normal quality and quantity 
are assured. The worst effects of July's 
torrential rain were felt in the Midlands. 
where there is not a great area of arable 
land. Conditions were better in Fast 
Anglia, which is the great corn-growing 
district of this country, and in some parts 
of that locality harvesting is likely to be 
eaflier than usual.

(4) Great Britain has not indicated what 
steps she is prepared to take to pre- 
vent the sliding up and down of 
sterling. 

The United Kingdom experts resumed 
their discussions this morning with the 
Canadian experts. At the same time con- 
versations are proceeding between mem- 
bers of the Canadian Cabihet and the 
United Kingdom delegates. The atmo- 
sphere of these negotiations is very 
friendly and indicates progress and a real 
desire to bring about. something definite. 


CANADIAN CABINET. 


An authoritative Canadian spokesman 
to-day suggested, as an explanation of 
the difference in the experts’ figures, the 
fact that they might have based. their 
figures on different years, and pointed out 
that Canada’s imports in 1930-1931 were 
roughly 500,000,000 dollars, . against 
800,000,000 dollars in 1929-1930. 

It may be pointed out, however, that 
this explanation by no means accounts 
for the very wide disparity in the figures. 

The same spokesman added cryptically 
that the ‘‘ differences have been wiped 
out by conversations amongst the

BATTLE OF FIGURES. 


The battle of figures is strongly deplored 
by the Independent Conservative news- 
paper, the Montreal Gazette, which, in a 
vigorously worded leader, declares that 
Canada is now more than ever at the part- 
ing of the ways. The newspaper finds the 
apparent inability of the Canadian 
Government to devise a tariff acceptable to 
Mr. Baldwin gravely disappointing, and 
points out that the British Government 
came to the Conference fully informed as 
to the financial position both in the 
United Kingdom and in Canada. 

The newspaper is of opinion that the 
Canadian delegates were not so informed, 
and this lack of information has brought 
the Conference, so far as Canada is con- 
cerned, to “ the brink of disaster.” 

The Gazette suggests that the impasse 
is very largely attributable to MT. 
Bennett's disposition to keep the prepara- 
tion of Canada’s case and the actual 
negotiations entirely in his own hands, 
and suggests that, with all Mr. Bennett's 
ability and energy, the task is too great. 
‘‘ Unless this state of affairs is remedied,’’ 
the newspaper concludes, “‘ the Conference 
will close with the United Kingdom and 
Canada only sharing in its lesser achieve- 
ments.” 


‘**PEMMICAN”’ CONFERENCE 


“This pemmican Conference ” was how 
Mr. L. 8S. Amery described the Imperial 
Economic Conference to a Toronto 
journalist. Mr. Amery hastened to add 
that this description was prompted by the 
compactness and concentration of the 
Conference. ‘‘On the, right,” he ex- 
plained, “ we have the Chateau Laurier, 
where the delegates sieep. On the left we 
have the Parliament Buildings, where the 
delegates go through the motions of work- 
ing, und across the river we have Hull, 
where the delegates drink.’’

In regard to the question of nationality, 
the Senate voted without regard to usual 
party affiliations. Several members of the 
recognised Opposition voted with the 
Goverhment.

The object of 
the amendment was to enlarge the 
definition of a ‘‘ national’’ of the Free 
State. In the bill this was defined as “a 
person born in Saorstat Eireann or the 
area now comprised in Saorstat Eireann.’’

TRADE DISLOCATION, 


Subsequently the Senate discussed a 
question raised by Senator Counihan, 
whiclf was apparently intended to invite 
a statement on behalf of the Government 
as to the present deadlock between the 
Free State and Great Britain.

MR. BENNETT’S 
PROBLEM. 


The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day :—One of the obvious risks of the 
present stage of the Ottawa Conference— 
a sufficiently difficult stage in any case— 
is that outsiders may become involved in 
the domestic political controversies of 
Canada. The visiting delegates, we may be 
sure, will avoid it scrupulously. They are 
far too conscious of their own responsibili- 
ties at home to be anything but profoundly 
sympathetic with others. But elsewhere 
there is a tendency—partly among those 
who know nothing of the Canadian situa- 
tion, and partly among those who are too 
deeply involved in it—to lay an entirely 
false emphasis on the personal aspect of 
Mr. Bennett’s present problem. 

To. put it in a nutshell, he is being asked 
to enforce certain concessions on one part 
of his widely scattered population in re- 
turn for certain advantages from which 
only another part will benefit directly. It 
may be argued, no doubt, and is being 
argued with great force by Canadians 
themselves, that such an arrangement will, 
in the long run, benefit the whole 
Dominion; but the far-sighted view can- 
not be expected to appeal all at once 
to those who are asked to make what 
they hold to be a definite immediate sac- 
rifice. 

Both Mr. Bennett’and the British dele- 
gates are plainly determined that the suc- 
cegs of the Conference shall not be im- 
paired by any failure of the two prin- 
cipal units of the Empire to reach agree- 
ment, The progress made in the negotia- 
tions between Great Britain and the other 
Dominions and India has already made 
success assured. It is only the degree of 
success which is still uncertain.

A REJECTED AMENDMENT. 

The Right Hon. A. JAMESON then moved

He thought that 
they should not shut out their fellow- 
. nationals in the Six Counties, and, therefore, 
he could not. allow the amendment to go by 
the board. It. was wrong from every point 
of view to rule these people in the North of 
Ireland out because des were not born in 
this particular bit of the country. 

It was one of the things that would keep 
the North and South from joining together. 
Its consequence would be very serious, and 
would keep away those who wished to come 
back to take part in our industries, 


UNITY THE SUPREME QUESTION. 

Mr. CONNOLLY, Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs,.said that the bill would not keep 
out any citizens of the Six Counties, but it 
insisted that such persons must get a licence. 
It must be realised by Senator Jameson and 
others how impossible it was for them, under 
the present circumstances, to treat a citizen 
of the Six Counties as a citizen for legislative 
purposes of this part of Ireland. That bill 
was to protect their industries, and they 
should face up to the facts.

PROCESS OF DEDUCTION. 


One would be better able to answer these 
questions af one could see the cablegram 
which General O’ Duffy sent:to the Association 
yesterday. As I have npt seen it, I must 
depend on a process of deduction. 

I venture to suggest that what the 
communiqué gives as the text of the cable- 
gram is not, in fact, the actual text as cabled. 
I carmot imagine the General spending six 
guineas to cable ninety-four words—even if 
the news was specially good—without making 
some effort to exercise the art of conderisa- 
tion. On that ground alone I deduct that the 
text of the cable, as published, is not the text 
as received. It is probably an amplification
